Graphic Stories of Scenes During the 
Fire Reveal the Depths of Desti- 
tution and Destruction 
Reached. 


JACKSONVILLE, Fla., May 4.—The hot 
May sun rose smoke enshrouded over the 
devastated city. The fire, which broke out 
yesterday at noon and aided in its work by 
a southwest gale, spent its force by 9 o'clock 
last night. The damage is enormous. One 
hundred and forty-eight blocks were swept 
by the flames, and as far as known seven 
persons lost their lives. A report is in circu- 
lation that a party of 20 persons, driven to 
the docks along the St. Johns river, were 
forced into the water, all attempts at rescue 
by boats being futile. The river is being 
searched. All the local companies of the 
State militia have been on duty since mid- 
night, and on order of Gov. Jennings the

AT STATE HOUS

Riotous Scenes at Close of 
Illinois Legislature. 


BARS WERE FORCIBLY CLOSED 


Becretary of State Rose Became In- 
dignant and Stopped the Orgy in 
the Name of Decency. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

SPRINGFIELD, lil., May 4—Scenes that 
were extremely riotous characterized the 
dying hours of the forty-second general 
assembly of Illinols. Unruly actions us- 
wally attend the closing hours of the gen- 
eral assembly, but last night's efforts 
eclipsed all former attempts at rough- 


ness. 

The Illinois capitol building has prob- 
ably never before been disgraced in a sim- 
flar manner. Two rooms on the third floor 
of the building. one adjoining the Senate 
chamber, the other adjoining the House, 
were turned into improvised bars, and in 
these the scenes that were a disgrace to 
the fair name of the state and its capitol 
Dullding were enacted. At 11:30 o'clock 
t became the painful duty of James A. 

ose, secretary of state, who is custodian 
of the building, to peremptorily drive 
every person frum the rooms, irrespective 
of their political importance and status. 
The secretary performed his painful duty 
in @ manner that left no doubt as to his 
firmness. 

“This affair can $4 no further,’ shouted 
Secretary Rose as he pushed by the guard 
on the door, and attempted to make his 
voice heard above the roar and the noise. 
“I am the custodian of this building,’’ he 
continued, “and I demand that this thing 
be stopped.”’ 

Remonstrances were in vain. The secre- 
tary was obdurate to the maudlin appeals 
of the guests present and insisted that the 
rooms cleared at once. As the crest- 
fallen guests departed, the waiters and 
bartenders began to pack up their refresh- 
ments. “Get out,’ yelled the secretary, 
and the hired attendants departed. Cigars 
and liquor was left scattered in all direc- 
tions and were not gathered up until a 
late hour this morning. 

While Mr. Rose was making a trip to an- 
other room, a key was obtained from a 
committee clerk, and one of the bars was 
opened again. This was closed a second 
time. and then Mr. Rose placed two guards 
in front of each of the doors and these 
were given specific orders to alow no one 
to enter. State senators and representa: 
tives visited Mr. Rose and told him that the 
affair was entirely harmiess, but their 
maudlin appeals were without effect. The 
secretary was obdurate and had enough po- 
licemen in the building to make his orders 
effective. 

When the doorkeepers refused to admit 
@ party of senators a great row was started, 
and it lasted for half an hour. The mana- 
gers of the spread had brought four city 
police officers to preserve order, and the 
senators became engaged with them. To re- 
store a semblance of order it was necessary 
for the managers of the spread to send the 
policemen away from the building. 

The spread was arranged by citizens of 
Springfield, who wished to show their ap- 
preciation to the members for the passage 
of the armory bi!l. This apvropriatcs $15*,- 
Oo to build an armory at Springfie!d, one 
floor of which is to be used for a convention 
hall. Many of the best citizens of Spring- 
field, who helped to secure the passage of 
the bill were present, and were taking part 
fn the function, when Secretary ose 
swooped down upon the gathering. 

The attention of Mr. Mose was first called 
to the matter by Acting Speaker Trautman 
of East St. Louis. The carousal became so 
noisy that the proceedings in the House 
were being interrupted, and it was imposs!- 
le to transact business. Many members 
ad made freeuent trips from their seats 
in the House to the refreshment stands. 
Others had one to the bars and fajled to 
return. Intoxication was general among 
the imbibing members of the Legis‘ature. 
and as there was yet much important work 
to be done, the acting speaker recognized 
the fact that the bars must be closed, and 
Bought the aid of the secretary of state. 
who was found in his office on the second 
floor. The promoters of the banquet this 
morning recognize that it was an ill-advisea 
affair. and are wishing that it had not tak- 
en place. 

Speaker Lawrence Y. Sherman of Ma- 
comb is dangerously Ill in his rooms at the 
Leland Hotel. He was unable to attend the 
sessicn of the House either yesterday or last 
night, being threatened with typhoid fe- 
ver.

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THE NEWEST BOOKS. 


HE HELMET OF NAVARRE,” by 
Bertha Runkle, which has found 
great favor as a seria] in The Cen- 

tury Magazine, has been published by the 

Century Co. in book form. The first edition 


is 100,000 copies. Here is an epitome of the 
ef £ which ought to whet the appetites 
of those who have never read it: 

Though the headpiece of Henry IV is not 
the subject of this romance, the King of 
France and Navarre plays a royal part in 
it; and the title, borrowed from a ringing 
couplet of Macaulay’s, strikes a keynote 
to which the whole story responds. For it is 
a tale of love and loyalty, of courage, dash 
and daring, in which swords are sheathed 
now and then, while the hero declares his 
passes for Mademoiselle de Montluc, the 
ovely ‘‘Rose of Lorraine.”’ The Comte de 
Mar is hapless as Romeo, for a mortal feud 
is fixed between his father’s house and that 
of the heroine; the noble Duc de 8t. Quentin 
being an adherent of the Huguenot Na- 
varre, while the heroine is cousin and ward 
to the powerful Duc de Mayenne, leader of 
the Catholic League and chief supporter of 
Henry's rival, Charles. The League has the 
upper hand in Paris, yet St. Quentin passes 
unmolested between his town house and the 
court at St. Denis. It is another thing, how- 
ever, when his daredevil son seeks audience 
of his inamorata at the Hotel de Lorraine, 
whether he goes there after dark, as a sere- 
nader, or by daylight, in the guise of a ped- 
dler. These adventures are perilous to the 
last degree, and an element of luck enters 
largely into the hero's issuing out of them 
unscathed. The Rose of Lorraine is a hero- 
ine for whom the reader willingly sees large 
risks taken; the Comte de Mar is a wooe! 
worthy of his cause; Mayenne is a born 
master of men; St. Quentin a leader whose 
success in bringing about Navarre’s accept- 
ance of the Catholic religion surprises no 
one; and Lucas and Vigo are virile and in- 
teresting personalities, plotting and plan- 
ning with equal zeal and shrewdness, the 
one in his own behalf, the other for his mas. 
ter and his master’s son. And Felix Broux 
wins a double meed of admiration, his de- 
votion to Monsieur de Mar being no more re-
